A n A l t o g e t h e r U n r e l i a b l e M o o n . 


Mr. Hale, the astronomer, writes that 
in observing the planet Jupiter with a 
6-inch reflector, he saw that but three of 
the moons were visible, a fact coniirnied 
by others who had come to look into the 
teleiicope. They were advised to wait 
until the fourth moon appeared from be- 
hind the planet and after an hour the 
fourth moon did appear—coming out 
clear from Jupiter's disk, so clearly as to 
leave a place of separation bet\N'een the 
planet and the moon. On looking at it 
again, perhaps twenty minutes latei', 
w.hat was the astronomer's surprise to 
find that this fourth moon had again dis- 
appeared! He and the others present re- 
peatedly looked for it, but it had disap- 
peared behind the planet and did not 
again emerge for perhaps twenty min- 
utes to half an hour. This is a surpris- 
ing case. One of Jupiter's satellites has 
occasionally been seen by other astron- 
omers to "go back," seemingly, behind 
the planet, after once partially emerging, 
but has it ever been seen to go back as it 
did in this case after emerging entirely? 
Of course it is an optical effect which de- 
ceives one by atmospheric laws—perhaps 
the action of light in Jupiter's own at- 
mosphere. But Mr. Hale's observation 
seems to have been a curious one.— 
Hartford Times.

T H E STRIKE. 


Trouble Inaugurated by Switcli 
men To-day. 


CHICAGO, June 25.—A 
carload 
of 
switchmen reached Chicago about mid 
night from Toledo, and it wes thought 
they would be put to work at 9 o'clock 
All the imported switchmen were taken 
to Forty-third street in charge of Super- 
intendent Amsden. 
Thev remained in 
the car and had not up to 9:30 o'clock 
been expostulated "with by the stiJkers. 
The imported men number about twen- 
ty-five, and 
include many of thc3e 
brought to Chicago during the late 
strike. 
Shortly before 10 o'clock the 
officials, with the 
assistance 
of the 
police, succeeded in attaching an engine 
and caboose to a waiting freight train. 


Beyond the expostulations 
of the 
crowd no trouble was experienced until 
after the caboose ^ was attached to the 
train. 
The crowd then rushed for the 
police and turned the switches in spite 
of the latter. 
The police had their 
clubs drawn end used them in a few in- 
stances, but made no successful resist- 
ance. 
A portion of the crowd surged 
toward the train which had commenced 
to move out, but which passing upon 
open switches was thrown from the track, 
the engine and all the cars being de- 
railed. 
To complete 
the wreck its 
coupling pins 
were 
withdrawn and 
thrown away. 


The police succeeded in making two 
airests. 
The excitement is still very 
great. 
The railway officials are now en- 
deavoring to remove the wreck, and un- 
til that has been accomplished no fur- 
ther efforts to move the cars will be 
probable. 
One of the men oircsted is a 
member of the executive committee of 
the Switchmen's union. 
The temper of 
the crowd is still very ugly. 


The general managers of all the roads 
entering Chicago have assured President 
Newell that they would require their 
men to handle Lake Shore cars as well 
as those of other roads. 


3:30 p. m.—Some of the imported 
switchmen were attacked by strikers 
shortly after noon and several were in- 
jured. 
It is stated a number have re- 
fused to work owing to the fear of vio- 
lence. 


A N a t i v e N e v a d a Sugrar P l a n t . 
About the lakes is found growing an 
abundance of wild cane resembling the 
cane of the brakes in the southern states, 
but more slender. 
Of this cano the In- 
dians make great use. Of it are formed 
the fioats used in buoying the trot lines 
set for fish far out in the big lake. Of 
the small canes they make the shafts of 
their arrows, and by pounding the green 
stalks between rocks and twisting a 
bunch as a skein of yam or a rope Vt^oiJld 
be twisted they wring out a large amount 
of sweet juice. This sap is caught in 
their water-tight baskets and reduced, 
by the use of heated stones, to a sort of 
interior molasses, which, in their lang- 
uage, is called "pehapee," sugar. 
As 
the stalks of this wild cane begin to dry 
«ri ripen, small nodules or dry white 
sugar are formed about the joints. This 
natural sugar is gathered by the Indian 
wooden; and children. If cultivated, this 
native cane might prove valuable.— 
Nevada Cor. New York Sun.

at work for several months to perfect a 
ldK>nograph which'can be used with such 
accuracy as to be an aid in rexwrftng with 
precision the proceedings of courts and 
public aasemblies. It 
that a state 


of perf^tion has a^eadj been attained 
which will warrant the introduction of 
this instrument in courts of justice. 
When the phonograph is perfected it will 
be a great help to stenographic reporters 
in one way and a great rival and hind- 
rance in another way. One of the ma- 
chines can be taken into court, for in- 
stance, and all 
the proceedings will be 
recorded by it. At the close of the day 
it can be taken to a room and gauged to 
talk at any rate of speed—at thirty words 
a minute, which can be writen out by an 
ordinary long-hand writer. If it is de- 
sired to get the proceedings transcribed 
as fast as they occur new cylinders are 
put in the phonograph as fast as the pro- 
ceedings are written out. ^For instance, 
the long-hand writers caii put in a cyl- 
inder and let it remain ten minutes, then 
take it out and put in another, and trans- 
fer the cylinder which has tiie proceed- 
ings upon it to another instrument, and 
it is made to repeat the proceedings with 
accuracy, and, at the expiration of its 
term, is replaced in the phonograph and 
the other cylinder taken from it, and 
so on. 


One of the great difficulties the scien- 
tists have encountered is in securing the 
distinction of tone and voice. 
Hereto- 
fore the phonograph has not been suffi- 
ciently distinct in the pitch of the voice to 
make one voice distinguish itself from 
another if they are similar in volume 
and tone. It is believed, however, that 
the instrument will be perfected within 
a short time so that anyone who has 
heard a number of voices in a room can 
readily distinguish them from the soimds 
the phonograph will give out. 
It is the 
distinguishing of one voice from another 
that gives the names of the speakers. 
For instance, if the phonograph is used 
to record the proceecUngs of a legislature 
it will not, of course, have the names of 
the persons participating in debate, and 
the persons translating from the record 
of the phonograph will have to place the 
speakers by the tone of the voice. 


It is said that some of the official re- 
porters intend trying the phonograph 
within a short time and determining how 
it ^vill work in public debates. In event 
it fails they will have the proceedings by 
the usual methods and no risk will be 
run. When the phonograph is perfected 
the stenographers intended to use it in 
their work as a safeguard. By its assist- 
ance they will be enabled to have every- 
thing that is said in the room, and a 
number of persons speaking at one time 
and the rapidity of their speech will be 
no inconvenience, as the phonograph 
will catch everything that is said. 
It 
will be of more use as an amanuensis 
than anytliing else, enabling one to dic- 
tate any amoimt of correspondence to 
the machine and leaving it so that any- 
one can transcribe it, because the ma- 
chine can be set to report the dictation 
at any rate of speed.—Washington Cor.

A Remarkable Telephonic Invention. 
Nature discribes, under the name of 
the "phonophore," a remarkable tele- 
phonic invention about to be introduced 
to public notice by Mr. Langdon Davies. 
The name is given to a contrivance 
which, while absolutely a non-conductor 
of continuous electric currents, still al- 
lows of the passage or transmission of 
rapidly alternating currents such as cor- 
respond to sounds in vocal and harmonic 
telephony. 
The "phonophore" consists 
essentially of two insulated wires laid 
side by side, twisted together and wound 
up upon a bobbin, one end of each wire 
being completely insulated. 
Regarded 
as a condenser, its capacity is very fee- 
ble indeed. Regarded as an induction 
coil neither the primary nor the second- 
ary forms a closed circuit. Yet it trans- 
mits telephonic speech perfectly. It fol- 
lows that Mr. Davies has solved the 
problem of telephoning on an open cir- 
cuit. 


But the real object of the invention is 
to enable telephonic messages, including 
both vocal and harmonic under thai 
name, to be transmitted through the 
ordinary telegraph mres without inter- 
ference with or from the telegraphic 
messages that are simultaneously passing 
through the wires. Mr. Davies has de- 
vised a whole series of new telephonic 
apparatus in which not only the induc- 
tion-coils of the transmitters but also the 
bobbin» of the receivers are replaced by 
open-circuit phonophone coils. 
Apart 
from its purely technical value, the new 
instrument presents several points ol 
great scientific interest, and opens up 
sundry new problems to the mathemati- 
cal physicist.—Scientific Journal. 


Articles of West African Diet. 


The chief diet is foofoo, or yams, an 
esculent not unlike an Irish potato. The 
drink is mimbo, or palm wine. 
The fil- 
thiness of the table and of the ground 
the chief's guest was extreme. 
Greasy 
debris of the various courses, and great 
splashes of the gushing mimbo disfig- 
ured the men, while on the right of each 
person the groimd was wet with the re- 
peat^ libations potted out to the ghosts 
of their facers as every fresh bumper of 
mimbo was about to be drained, 
and 
with portions of the solids thrown to the 
ground as offerings to the same invisible 
participators. 
The meal consisted of 
roasted plantains and vegetable cheese, 
roasted yams in slices .and fresli palm oil 
mixed up with bruised dried shrimps 
and salt and red pepper. The mid-day 
meal is usufdly .the favorite dish foo- 
foo. The small cross-legged table was 
brought up to the coach of the chief. No 
taible cI6&, knives, ^o^ks or plates are 
used.—^Andrew Murray.

Some Points In Coifee-Itoastini;. 


"It is a nice task to brown coffee just 
right," said a New York coffee-roaster 
the^other day. 
"Nearly everybody browns 
coffee too much. It comes out burned 
instead of browned, although it is greatly 
to the interest of the' wholesalers not 
to brown it too much on account of the 
loss of weight. When the berry is roasted 
imtil it becomes red, instead of chestnut 
colored, as it is customary, it preserves 
its maximum weight and aroma. 
One 
hxmdred pounds of berries roasted pro- 
perly lose but fifteen pounds in weight. 
As usually roasted they lose twenty 
pounds. If roasted long enough the 
berry glazes over and turns dark brown- 
It loses a fourth of its weight in the 
process." 


"Why does the grocer overroast his 
coffee, then?" was asked. 


"The trade demands it. 
The coffee 
that is made from over-bumed berries is 
black, and the flavor is rank. The popu- 
lar taste is educated to choose black 
coffee, and would lind the light-colored 
liquid made from the reddened berries 
rather insipid at first, and would refuse 
to buy enough to leam to admire the rich 
flavor of the reddened berries.—Detroit 
Free Press. 


Why the Irish Ldke Green. 
The early Celts worshipped the dawn 
and the sunrise. It is more than proba- 
able that the Irish preference of the 
color green, for their flag and 
their 
sashes, arose from a mistake among 
those who had lost a thorough knowl- 
edge of the old Irish language. The sun, 
in Irish, is called by a word pronounced 
likb our word "green," and it is likely 
that the Irish fondness for that color 
arose from the word's exact likeness in 
sound to their word for the sun. In the 
same way, when we talk about green- 
houses we think they are called so be- 
cause the plants are kept green in them 
during the winter. Yet it is far more 
probable that "green," here, is the Irish 
word meaning, not the color, but the 
sun; because greenhouses are built so as 
to catch the sun's rays and store them 
up while hidden by clouds, as happens 
more than half the time in showery Ire- 
land.—The Century. 


I<ake of the Persian Plateau. 


The lake of Kapauta, in Khorassan, 
Persia, near the great salt desert, has 
^ 
elevation of 4,300 feet above the sea. 
It 
is 80 miles long by 25 wide, and, though 
fell by the Ajisa river, 180 miles long, 
the Jayetu, 140 miles long, and the Tatù, 
90 miles long, is yet fast drying up. Al- 
ready its waters contain 25 per cent of 
saline substances. It contains six large 
islands, and several 
huge 
pyramidal 
rocks grouped near the 
center. 
The 
great salt desert in Khorassan has an 
elevation of 2,000 feet above the 
sea 
while the average elevation of the whole 
Persian plateau is 8,800 feet.—Chicago 
Herald. 


A Pest Brought Over by 
Russians. 
The Russian thistle, introduced by the 
Mennonite immigrants from Russia with 
their first importation of spring wheat, 
is reported to be spreading rapidly on 
new lands of Dakota and Minnesota, and 
threatens to become a troublesome in- 
truder.

Pineapple Cheese and Wine. 


A great delicacy is Edam cheese and 
wine. The usual Edam cheese, or pine 
apple chieese will do, is opened by cut- 
ting the top off so as to serve as a lid, 
and then a little port or sherry wine is 
poured into a hole made by scooping out 
a dessert spoonful of the middle. This is 
left to stand and soak awhie, and after- 
wards, as fast as the cheose is used, more 
wine is poured in. If the cheese is an 
old one (and an Edam or pineapple cheese 
is not good for any purpose unless it be 
old), the wine will soak into it and take 
the place of the original moisture that 
has dried out. It will be impossible, un- 
til you taste it, to conceive 'the exquisite 
effect of the combination. It is eaten 
with water biscuit, which by the way 
are to be foimd on all bachelor tables 
this year, because they seem naturally to 
go with all sorts of drinkables and with 
all cheeses, salt or smoked meats and 
most sweets.—Detroit Free Press.

An Altogether Unreliable Moon. 


Mi'. Hale, tlio astronomer, writes that 


in observing the planet Jupiter with 
G-inch, reflector, he saw that but three of 
tho moons were visible, a fact continued 
by others who had come to look into Ibo 
telescope. Thoy wore advised to wait 
until tho fourth moon appeared from be- 
hind tho planet and after an hour the 
fourtli moon did appear—com ing out 
'clear from Jupiter's disk, HO clearly as to 
leave a placo of separation between the 
planet ami tho moon. On looking at it 
again, perhaps twenty minutes later, 
w.hat w;w tho jiytrouomorV surprise to 
find that this fourth moon had again dis- 
appeared! He and the others present re- 
peatedly looked for it, but it had disap- 
peared behind the planet uml did not 
again emerge for perhaps twenty min- 
utes to half an hour. This ia a surpris- 
ing case. Ono of Jupiter's satullitra has 
occasionally boon seen by other astron- 
omers to "go back," seemingly, behind 
the planet, after ouco partially omorginjr., 
but has it over l>een seen to go back as it 
did in this rnso after emerging entirely? 
Of course it is an optical effect which de- 
ceives ono by atmospheric laws—perhaps 
tho action of light in Jupiter's own at- 
mosphere.

At NEW PHONOGRAPH PERFECTED. 


An Intrnment To Be Used During Conrt 


Some electricians in this city hayo been 


at work for severa} months to perfect a 
phonograph which can bo used with such 
accuracy as to bo an aid in reporting with 
precision the. proceedings of courts and 
public assemblies. It is ,aaid that a state 
of perfection has already been attained 
which will warrant tho Introduction .of 
this instrument in courts of 'justice. 
When the phonograph is perfected it will 
be.a great help to Btenograplu'c reporters 
iii one way and a great rival and hind- 
rance hi another way. One of the ma- 
chines can bo taken into court, for ' in- 
stance, and all of the proceedings will be 
recorded by it. At the close of the day 
it can be taken to a room and gauged to 
talk at any rate of speed—at thirty words 
a minute, which can be writen out by an 
ordinary long-hand writer. If • it is de- 
sired to get the. proceedings transcribed 
as fast as they occur new cylinders are 
put in the phonograph as fast as the pro- 
ceedings are written out. ,,For Instance, 
tho long-hand writers can'put in a cyl- 
inder and let it remain ten minutes, then 
take it out and put in another, and trans- 
fer the cylinder which has the proceed- 
ings upon it to another, instrument, and 
it is made to repeat the proceedings with 
accuracy, and, at the expiration of its 
term, is replaced in the phonograph and 
the other cylinder taken from it, and 
so on. 


One of the great difficulties the scien- 


tists have encountered is in securing the 
distinction of tone and voice. 
Hereto- 


fore the phonograph has not been suffi- 
ciently distinct in the pitch of tho voice to 
make one. voice distinguish itself from, 
another if they are similar hi volume 
and tone. It is (relieved, however, that 
the instr'umeiit.wilL be perfected within 
a short titne so that anyone who 'has 
heard a number of voices in a room'can 
readily distinguish them'from the sounds 
the phonograph will giro out. 
It is tho 


distinguishing of 0110 voice from another 
that gives the names of the speakers. 
For iustiuice, if tho; phonograph is used 
to record tho prpceedingaof a legislature 
it will not, of course/ have "the names of 
the persons participating'in debate, and 
the persons translating from tho record 
of the phonograph wiU.havo to place the 
'speakers by the tone of the voice. 


t_ It is said that some of tho official re- 
porters intend trying tho phonograph 
within a short time and determining how 
it will work in public debates.' In event 
it fails they will'have the proceedings by 
the usual methods' and'no risk will be 
run. When the phonograph is perfected 
tho stenographers intended to use it in 
their work as a safeguard.: By its assist- 
ance they will be enabled to have every- 
thing that is said .in th'e room, and a 
number of persons speaking at one time 
and the rapidity of their speech will be 
no inconvenience, as the phonograph 
will catch everything'that is said. 
It 


will bo of more use as' an amanuensis 
than anything else, enabling one to dic- 
tate any-amount of correspondence to 
tho machine and leaving it so that any- 
one can transcribe it, because the ma- 
chine can be se'tto report'the dictation 
at any rate of speed.—Washington Cor. 
Minneapolis Tribune.

It comes out burne 
instead of browned, although it is great 
to the interest of the1 wholesalers n 
to brown it too much on accoimt of tl 
loss of weight. When the berry is roaste 
until it becomes red, instead of chestni 
colored, as it is customnry, it preservi 
its maximum weight and aroma. On 
hundred pounds of berries roasted pj 
perly lose but fifteen pounds in weigh 
As. usually roasted they lose twenl 
pounds. If roasted long enough tl; 
berry glazes ovor and turns dark brown. 
It loses a fourth of its weight in th 
process." 


"Why does the 'grocer overroast li 


coflfee, then?" was asked. 


"The trade demands it. 
The coffp 


that is made from over-burned berries 
black, and the flavor is rank. The popi 
lar taste is educated to choose -Mac 
coffee, and would find tho Hght-colore 
liquid made from tho reddened berrii 
rather insipid at first, and would refus 
to buy enough to learn to admire the ric 
flavor of tho reddened berries.—Detroi 
Free Press. 


Pineapple Choose itiul WJmi. 


A great delicacy is Edam cheese and 


wine. The usual Edam cheese, or pine 
apple cheese will do, is opened by cut- 
ting the top oil so as to servo as a lid, 
and then a little port or sherry win 
poured into a hole- made by scooping out 
a dessert spoonful of the middle. This is 
left to stand aud soak awhflo, and after- 
wards, as fast as thu chuusu is used, more 
wine is poured in. If Hie cheese is an 
old one (and an Edam or pineapple chouse- 
is not good for any purpose unlu-ss it be 
old), 
tho wine will souk into it and take 


tho place of the original moisture that 
has dried out. It will be impossible, un- 
til you taste it, tu euuct'ive lhe exquisitu 
effect of thu combination. It is eaten 
with water biscuit, \vhieh by the way 
are to be found on all bachelor tables 
this year, because they suein naturally to 
go with all sorts of. drinkables and with 
all chuesi's, salt or smoked meats and 
most sweets.:—Detroit Free Press.

A Remarkable Telophonin Invention. 
Nature disoribcs, under tho naiuo of 


the "phonoplioro," a remarkable tele- 
phonic, invention about to be introduced 
to public notice by Mr. Langdon Bavies. 
The nnme is given to u contrivance 
which, while absolutely.a non-conductor 
of continuous electric. currents, still al- 
lows of the passage or transmission of 
.rapidly alternating currents such as cor- 
respond to sounds in vocal and harmonic 
telephony. 
Tlie "phouophbro" consists 


essentially of two insulated wires laid 
side by side, twisted together and wound 
up upon a bobbin, one end of each wire 
being completely insulated. Regarded 
as a condenser, its capacity is very fee- 
ble indeed. Regarded as au .induction 
coil neither tho primary nor tho second- 
ary forms a closed circuit. Tot it trans- 
mits telephonic sjwuch perfectly. 
Tt fol- 


lows that Mr. Dayies has solved the 
problem of, telephoning on an open cir- 
cuit. 


But tho real object of the invention is 


'•toenable telephonic messages, including 
both vocal and harmonic under that 
name, to Ira-transmitted through the 
ordinary telegraph wires without inter- 
ference with or from the telegraphic 
messages that arc simultaneously passing 
through the wires.' Mr. Davies has do- 
vised a whole series of new telephonic 
apparatus in which not only the induc- 
tion-coils of tho transmitters but also the 
bobbins of the receivers are replaced by 
open-circuit phonophone coils. 
Apart 


from its purely technical value, the new 
instrument presents "several points of 
great scientific interest, and OJHJIIS up 
sundry new problems to tho mathemati- 
cal physicist.—Scientific Journal.
